The Journal locallzer visited the N- 


C-O. railroad shops yesterday after- 
noon, and muni admit a surprise to see 
so many good and substantial Improve- 
ments being made. E. J. Valley, Su- 
perintendent of Motor Power, kindly 
volunteered his services showing us 
through the structure, and explaining 
the machinery, etc. 


A vlst was made first to the west 


roo.n of the new annex, which Is being 
fitted up for the machine room. 
The 


first piece of machinery Inspected was 
a mammoth hydraulic press, with a 
pressure of something like two hun- 
dred tons, which is used a great deal 
in the contsructlon and repairing of 
car wheels. A radlel drill next attract- 
ed our attention. This machine weighs 
about twelve hundred pounds, and Is a 
master at all kinds of drill work, pier- 
clng holes from 1-8 to 3 Inches In 
diameter,- and can be moved and work- 
ed at any point of the coiripass. It ta 
one ot the best of the kind obtainable. 
The verv latest bolt 
cutter, 
which 


manufactures bolts from 1-4 to 11-2 
Inch in diameter, and turning lathe for 
metal work are also among the equip- 
ments of the shop. A 36-Inch plainer 
and a 16-inch emerv wheel and stand, 
besides several smaller machines make 
up the equipment of this department 


Another feature in the machine room 


is something new In the way of a drop 
pit. and is the Idea and work of Su- 
perintendent Valley. By this drop the 
wheels or large parts on the bottom 
of engines or cars can be dropped in 
such a way as to enable workmen to 
easily and readily Ret at parts to work, 
and does away with the old wa*- of 
"Jai'kinjr" up the whole engine or car. 
The N-C-O. shoos are the only ones 
on the coast supplied with this device. 


The carpenter shoi Is In the middle 


denutment of the new annex and Is 
supplied v-Uh the best and latest ma- 
chinery, including mortis and boring 
machine, buzz saws, surface planes. 
rl" aaws, and In fact all the necessary 
machinery used In the construction 
of cars. The old round house has also 
been thoroughly renovated, and many 
Improvements made, such as new sky- 
lights put In, new floors, several more 
tracks laid, and the large room made 
more useful in many ways, 


Superintendent Valley says that he 


expects to have every branch of the 
shops running In full blast by the 1st 
of July, and the company will then do
